percent higher than those presented by the 
architects, since the committee wished to 
make sufficient allowance for possible NRA 
price changes prior to the awarding of the 
contract. The junior high figure includes a 
sum of about $47,250 for erection of a new 
heating plant to take care of the heat for all 
the present and future school buildings; this 
item was added because of the report of 
Alfred Kellogg, the heating engineer who had 
charge of the installation of the heating 
system at Dattmouth college. Mr. Kellogg 
reported that in the present heating system 
“there is a very considerable waste of fuel 
from these four boilers,” two of which, 
installed in 1904, “can scarcely be expected 
to be of service much longer.’ With even one 
new building a new heating plant would be 
necessary, he stated Accordingly, the com 
mittee incorpotated this cost in the request 
for the new junior high school building, 
although it is a cost properly chargeable to 
all the buildings. i

Federal Government in connection with 
desirable public improvements 
The primary purpose of the Public Works 
Act is to relieve unemployment during the 
next several months, and to substitute op 
portunities for work in place of public welfare 
aid. In order to assist municipalities to | 
accomplish this purpose, the Federal Govern 
ment stands ready not only to loan the neces

Why the Junior High? 


The talk which has arisen in Andover 
lately about the junior high plan might lead 
( that this town had adopted 
recently a novel, untried, untested way of 
educating their seventh and cighth grade 
children. As a matter of fact there has been 
no fundamental change in educational policy 
here for years. ‘The local seventh and eighth 
grades were departmentalized at least fifteen 
years ago, years after the junior high plan 
had been adopted elsewhere. It is not new in 
Andover; it is not Andover alone which has 
the junior high plan, In Massachusetts there 
are 22 towns of population between 9,000 and 
14,000, and of these 19 are working under the 
junior high system. Of those between 7,000 
and 9,000 nine have the junior high and nine 
do not. In other words of 40 towns of about 
Andover’s size in Massachusetts, 25 operate 
under the junior high system 

Che trouble with the junior high system 
here in Andover has been simply this: some 
of the people don’t understand it, and others 
won't. Some of the people who are continually 
bewailing school costs blame the costs on the 
junior high system. And in the same breath 
they warn Andover that other towns are on 
the rocks. The most notorious example of 
any town’s being on the rocks, however, is the 
town of Clinton, which is one of the three 
towns between 9,000 and 14,000 that do not 
have the junior high system. Methuen also 
was not able to pay its employees, and it does 
not have the junior high plan 

As a matter of hard, cold facts, however, 
here in Andover the junior high system has 
actually reduced the cost of education per 
child. It has been less expensive per capita to 
run the junior high system here even with the 
transportation costs than it was to run the 
decentralized plan, which involves extra 
teachers, extra janitors, extra heating and 
lighting costs. It would cost Andover a great 
dea! of money to return to the district school 
plan, and it would the children of 
Andover much more by depriving them of the 
proper education 


one to believe 


cost 


The junior high system was first seriously 
talked of back in 1893 when a committce 
headed by President Eliot of Harvard in 
vestigated the imperative need for reform in 
grades below the ninth, as did the report in 
1899 of the Committee on College Entrance 
Examinations. They contended even then 
that “the seventh grade, rather than the 
ninth, is the natural turning point in the 
child’s life, as the age of adolescence demands 
new methods and wise direction They 
reported that the transition from one to the 
other “ might be made more natural and easy 
by changing from the one-teacher regime to 
the system of special teachers, thus avoiding 
the 


violent shock now commonly felt on 
entering the high school.’’ And these were 
not all, More educators delyed deeply into 


the subject, more people who understood 
children and their reactions to educational 
methods investigated the matter thoroughly, 
and all came to the same conclusion: the 
junior high is the best way to educate the 
adolescent child. So with all this weight of 
authority from people who had studied the 
matter sufficiently to know what they were 
talking about, it seems a little unusual to 
hear an 1893 product called the impulse of the 
moment or the offspring of irresponsible 
faddists. Everyone connected with education 
from college presidents down, state that the 
junior high plan is the best way to educate 
children, The best way should be 
way as far as Andover is concerned. 

The way that the educational system 
developed in this country is simply this 
first they had the eight grades and stopped 
there. The grade schools were merely for the 
purpose of teaching the glorified three R’s 
and so were quite simple in their organization 
and methods. Then it was discovered that 
many children wanted to know more, wanted 
to know about such French, 
Latin, algebra, ete.

State Official Urges

is leading in the direction of two unwhole 
some conditions 

1, Many pupils are seated during their 
study periods in classrooms where recitations | 
are going on | 

2. It is necessary to use the assembly room 
in the old high school for study purposes, and 
another room in this building for recitation 
purposes. 

The old building has no artificial ventila 
tion and has extremely poor light. It should 
not be used for classroom purposes. 

The junior high school building, con 
structed in 1895 and containing six class 
rooms and a small assembly hall, is much less 
adequate than the senior high school. Not 
only has it none of the special facilities 
needed by junior high school pupils such as 
gymnasium, adequate assembly room, ele 
mentary science room, library study room, 
lunchroom, practical arts room, but it falls 
far short of having enough classrooms for its 
324 pupils. The small assembly room, which 
is used continuously for recitation and study, 
showed only two-foot candles of light with 
electric lights in use at two o'clock on the| 
afternoon of my visit. The minimum require 
ment of light for study purposes is five-foot 
candles. Three of the six recitation rooms 
have the main source of light from the rear 
with the result that the pupils are “sitting 
in their own light.” 

The club activities of the junior high 
schocl, together with one class in arithmetic, 
are conducted on gloomy basement rooms. I 
have no hesitancy in saying that there are | 
few communities among the cighty-three 
towns of over 5,000 population in Massachu- 
setts that are so lacking in housing facilities | 
for the seventh and eighth year pupils as in 
the Town of Andover 

From the following table it is clear that the 
need for an extension of your secondary 
school facilities is increasing from year to

In the light of the inadequacy of the pres 
ent buildings and the consistent growth in the 
secondary school enrolment within recent 
years, it is hardly necessary to say that the 
need for an extension of the school plant in 
Andover is most urgent 

If | may make a suggestion as to a possible 
plan for enlarging the present plant, | would 
recommend the following general plan: 

1, Removal of the old high school building 
the Punchard building 

2. The construction of two new units, one 
to house the junior high school grades, name 
ly, VIL, VULI, IX; and the other to include 
these facilities that may be used in common 
by both the junior and senior high schools, 
such as gymnasium, auditorium, and lunch 
room 

The units should be connected and the 
gymnasium unit lecated between the junior 
and senior high school units. This would be 
an economical arrangement and could be 
made artistically attractive. It would provide 
some sepatation of the two secondary school 
units, and yet would allow close articulation 

3. The closing of the present junior high 
school building unless needed for the ele- 
mentary grades.
